WITH KNIVES IN THEIR TEETH U. S. SOLDIERS 


WENT OP MOUNTAINSIDES TO FIGHT BANDITS 


Field Headquarters, April 29, (By motor to Columbus, N. M., May 3.)—There was man- 


to-man fighting, and some of the Americans went up the mountainside with knives in their 
teeth, during Colonel George A. Dodd's battle with Villista bandits on 4prU22, at Temochic. 


"It .was the devil's own playground," was Colonel Dodd's" description of the Terrain 


battle in Southwestern Chihuahua, among towering mountains, where 150 bandits sought refuge.. 


For two hours Dodd's troops of the Seventh cavalry, fought from an immense hollow, 


with bandits on three sides, charging deliberately over ground marked with bullet puffs in the 
dujst all about their feet, where the Mexicans had their exact range. They accounted for at 
least 50 bandits killed or wounded, against an American loss of two dead and three wounded. 
One Mexican woman was wounded by bandits. Two nights before this fight, the 
Americans 


overtook the bandits at the Yoquivo mine, where they wtre lying about camp fires, telling the 
natives stories of how they claimed to have whipped the Americans at Columbus and at Guer- 
rero. They showed big'lumps of gold and silver taken from Mexican towns, which they as- 
serted were spoils of war.

The future needs of Portsmouth 


in the way of sanitary

'Sir. Ditto recalled that it was 


just a year ago that he had dis- 
cussed the same subject before the 
Portsmouth city council. At that 
time sentiment seemed to be for 
a conduit and to enclose 1/awson's 
Bun, same to Serve as an outlet 
for all sewerage in the 
eastern 


part of the city. This, general 
scheme, he said, was not concur- 
red in by the state board, but 
rather discouraged, though not 
entirely so. He spoke of tho big 
expenditure of money it 
would 


have required and that it might 


1 have led to future conditions not 


desired. The project, he said, re- 
mained temporarily inactive. 


He said the new plans prepared 


by Engineer Harper he had not 
been familiar with until he had 
gone over the ground with him 
"Wednesday. They were, he said, 
a big surprise to him. The gratify- 
ing feature was that they concen- 
trate sewage to an existing point 
of outlet instead of scattering and 
conducting it to a place where 
npw problems arise, and to this 
extent do not multiply future col- 
lection of sewage for treatment 
if such is required. In this fea- 
ture, he said, the plan was much 
preferable 
and more 
desirable 


than carrying part of the sewage 
to Lawson's Run. He gave it as 
his personal opinion that the state 
'board would have no objection to 
favorable action on this plan. He 
said it wnnld mean a great saving 
in cost to the city and conserve 
resources. He said

some 


minor details.

He said he had found that Ihe 


system was intended to give re- 
lief to Portsmouth's entire Hilltop 
district, a built-up community of

tioned that careful supervision be 
made of connections and 
while 


the city plumbing inspector had 
been showing good discretion he 
urged that council back him up 
by framing certain rnle.s specily- 
ing just how such connections be

tion he urged council to enforce 
the laws in compelling property 
owners to tap into sanitary sew-

"With proper fertilization her products could be made 
to rank fairly with naturally richer soils, and double their present 
average, cattle and hogs .would aid materially to fertilization aud 
profit and right care and further planting of fruit trees 
would 


yield an income that to practical purposes is well nigh boundless. 
And her picturesque hills and valleys, re-enforced by rich fields and 
orchards would make Seioto county thVmost lovely and desirable 
spot on earth.

Did you ever henr of Marichehikkadi! Most 
probably not, 


yet there is and is not such a place as JIariehchikkadi, a city as 
fair and evanescent as the .'brilliant fantasies of white and purple 
and gold that people our dreams. 
In far Ceylon there is a point 


ou the coast, where if you go there at certain seasons you'll find 
only the bare, sand 'beach, with the waves lazily beating and mur- 
muring over its low stretches, and no sign of man or living thing 
about 
Go there a day later and you will find a city of forty 


thousand, risen veritably in a day, and the pulse of life throbbing 
and flowing furiously. Strange you say, but altogether true, for 
understand you at Marichehikkadi, where Jlariclichikkadi is, 
are the richest pearling beds in the world, hidden just outside in 
the sea. The Indian government exercises despotic control over 
these beds and permits hunting in them tit only one certain short 
season of the year. "When, the word goes out that the beds 
are 


open there come the motley hordes of the east, with a small admix- 
ture of white men. ' An army of coolies goes 
in 
advance and 


builds the town, huts, eating places and bartering marts, all flimsy 
structures of plaited cocoauut leaves. Streets are laid 
out and 


lamps set. Malayans, Indians, Chinese, Arabs and the adventurers 
and off-scourings of the tropics swarm and infest and the wildest, 
biggest lottery that man ever played is frothing and seething, day 
and night. For pearl fishing, or pearl diving rather, is nothing 
tut a gamble. The generous government takes two out of each 
three shells brought up by the divers and the diver the other. Its 
portion the government sells unopened by auction; the diver sells 
his the same way or opens them, as the exigencies of the immedi- 
ate moment may demand. In a mountain heap there may not be 
a shillings worth, in a single shell may be hidden a king's rnn- 
iom. Chance reigns_ supreme, the unopened oyster passing current 
as money in food stall and shop. 
In a little while it. is all over. 


The forty thousand scatter to the- other 
ports 
and interior, fire 


and hurricane wipe out every vestige of habitation and for mouths 
to come only the sand and the sea and the wind commune over the 
site of what was and is to be feverish, foolish Mariehchikkadi.

"There are a great many foolish^oiks," says an 
old news- 


paper man, "who will tell you that money is all that is necessary 
to make a successful newspaper.

the great and powerful journal. But there is another quality, the 
lack of which makes your newspaper as impotent as a tool without 
a handle, and that quality is character, and without character no 
newspaper can be influential." 


Newspaper "character" isn't the character of the editor nor 


of the owner nor yet of the business office. The makers of a news- 
paper must, have character, of course, or they will fail 
miserably. 


But the character of the paper itself is a tiling that is 
built, up 


slowly, a little at a time, day after day—the.tendency of the paper 
to tell the truth, to protect no one. to oppose that which is 
bad 


and to champion that whit'h is good. 


Newspapers, even as human beings, err. 
They may, through 


faulty judgment, at times espouse causes that are not the causes 
which should have been espoused. 
But. mouth after month, year 


after year, taking the right side of questions and displaying tinsel. 
fish fearlessness, gives the newspaper its character and its stand- 
ing in the community. It is not a thing that can be purchased, it 
is not a commodity that money will buy. it is not a thing which 
any one man controls, or has a copyright upon. 
It is the spirit of 


the thing, this newspaper character and it prevails 
ns 
certainly 


with the newspaper as with the individual.—Springfield News.

THE ECONOMIES OF WAR

Probably, most persons have not given the matter'a thought, 


nut i£ one were asked what became ol the accoutrements of those 
killed in war, the answer, in nine cases out of ten: "I 
suppose 


they arc thrown aside, or left lying as so much waste material." 
But that, is altogether a mistaken supposition. War, at least the 
actual lighting, is not all waste and loss. On the contrary, it is 
prolific of careful and severe economy. 
After a battle, 
all 
the 


equipment 
of the dead, all the loose material is gathered up and 


put to further use. Soldiers killed are not "buried 
with 
their 


boots on." To the contrary, their shoes are striped 
from 
their 


feet, sent: to repair quarters and there made in so far as possible, 
"irood as new." 
They are cleaned, disinfected, patched and placed 


back among the commissary stores. 
Guns and revolvers go the 


same way. If their damage can be mended, repaired they are, if 
beyond repair such parts as ma}' be used in making 
other 
arms 


serviceable arc removed and stored away. It is the same way with 
uniforms, harness, saddle and equipment of all sorts. Xot even 
there, however, does economy stop. 
Bits of clothing, iron, lead, 


and shell arc gathered into heaps back of the line, there to wait the 
call of the junkman. To what extent this saving is carried and the 
total value of it may. in a manner be gathered, .when, it is staled, 
that at. the rear of one British front, there is a cobbler'fshop that 
turns out seven thousand pairs of renovated shoes a day. Girls 
are used for repair work, wherever they arc capable of 
it 
and 


thousands of them are so employed.

fair in prospect as she does at this very time. Apple, cherry, dog 
wood and laurel are in full bloom, green grass, given variety by 
countless sproutings of 1)aby tears, riots over the hills and plow- 
ing is in advanced, stage, the ground breaking unusually well. Oni 
sad note, however, over all, to him who is not totally absorbed in 
the scenes that delight the eye, is the all too frequent evidences'oi 
ivaste and negligence. Here and there are fields worn out from 
excessive planting without fertilization, pastures overgrown in brush 
and weed and fences, barns and houses ill kept. But 
even in 


these signs of retrogression there is hope because they are not any- 
wise so common as they were some years 'back. There is many a 
farm spic and span, many a well kept and orderly garden - and 
home, sure tokens that on tile whole Seioto county is moving 
steadily forward, not. going slowly backward. Observation still in- 
dicates there are three things which she needs uppermost. These 
are enrichment of fields, more cattle and hogs and cultivation of 
frnit trees. "With proper fertilization her products could be mad- 
to rank fairly with naturally richer soils, aud double their present 
average, cattle and hogs would atll materially to fertilization and 
profit aud right care and further planting of fruit trees 
would 


yield an income that to practical purposes is well nigh boundless. 
And her picturesque hills and valle3's, re-enforced by rich fields and 
orchards would make Scioto county the most lovely and desirable 
spot on earth,

Did yon ever hear of Marichehikkadi ? Most probably not, 


yet there is and is not sncli a place as Jlarichcliikkadi, a city as 
fair and evanescent as' the 'brilliant fantasies of white and purple 
nud gold that people our dreams. 
Iu far Ceylou there is a point 


on the coast, "where if you go there at certain seasons you'll find 
only the 'bare, sand 'beach, with the waves lazily beating and mur- 
muring over its low stretches, aiid no sign.of mail or living thing 
about. 
Go there a day later and you will find a city of 
forty 


thousand, risen veritably in a day, and the pulse of life throboing 
and ilowing furiously. Strange you say, but altogether true, for 
understand you at JIarichchikkadi, where Marichehikkadi is, 
arc tlie richest pearling beds in the world, hidden just outside in 
the sea. The Indian government exercises despotic control over 
these beds and permits hunting in them at only one certain short 
season of tlie year. "When the word goes out that the beds 
are 


open there come the motley hordes of the east, with a small admix- 
ture of white men. An army of coolies goes iii ^advance 
and 


builds the town, huts, eating places and bartering marts, ell flimsy 
sinictiircs of plaited fiocoaniit leaves. Streets are laid out 
and 


lamps set. Malayans, Indians, Chinese, Arabs aud the adventurers 
and ort'-scourings of the tropics swarm and infest and the wildest, 
biggest lottery that man ever played is frothing and seething, day 
end night.
